Brush 
or blow any residue from action area. Also with a brush 
and solvent clean the breech face and extractors. Wipe 
dry all metal parts and oil lightly. NOTT; DO NOT OIL 
LOCKING BOLT AS THIS M.AY CAUSE ACTION 
TO PARTIALLY OPEN. SEE NUMBER 5.1 ON 
PARTS D1AGR.AM, 

It is your responsibiliu' to take proper care of your 
firearm.
